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Boil order rescinded

-= The “boil water notice” that the 
‘City of Grayling issued to its resi- 
dents on Friday, August 7 has been 
lifted. 

: According to a Tuesday, August 
‘H memo from the City of Grayling, 
“There is no longer a need to boil 
‘water used for drinking and cook- 
ing.” 

‘* The boil notice originally came 
‘about after a “water sample collect- 
-ed.on August 3, 1998 from the City 
-of Grayling water supply distribu- 
‘tion system, and an additional water 
‘sample collected on August 4, 1998 
‘detected the presence of coliform 
‘bacteria in the water supply,” 
‘according to the DEQ. 
_ During the brief water advisory 
.‘the DEQ had recommended that 
‘“the water should be boiled for at 
:least fivé minutes, and allowed to 


‘cool in a covered container” before — 


-being used for drinking or in food 
preparation. 

At the Grayling City Council’s 
August 10 regular meeting Sue 
Renken of the DEQ and the City’s 
representatives discussed the confu- 
“sion caused by the boil notice itself. 


The confusion was attributed to a 


memo that circulated late Friday, 
August 7, which stated: “Please 
continue the use of boiled or bottled 
water over the next 48 hours.” 

Renken said that the memo 
“should not have said 48 hours” and 
that the boil water notice would be 
in effect until “official notice” was 
given to the contrary. 

She said that as far as notification 
is concerned, the DEQ is responsi- 
ble for notifying the public, and the 
County Health Department is 
responsible for nonning. restau- 
tants. 

“For the general populace (a boil 
notice) is an advisory, but when it 
comes to restaurants they must use 
bottled water or boil,” said Renken. 


After a meeting between the City 
and the DEQ on Monday, August 
10, it was decided that the system 
would be chlorinated in order to 
take care of the bacteria. 

“Following the recent detection 
of coliform bacteria in the City of 
Grayling water supply,” states the 
City memo which rescinds the boil 
water notice, “the wells and water 
system were chlorinated and

Bunzoe is a member of the Great

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flushed on August 10, 1998. As a 
precautionary measure, chlorination 
of the system is to continue for 
another 30 days.” 

“To assure the water supply is 
now safe for consumption,” contin- 
ues the City memo, “analyses of 
samples collected throughout the 
water supply distribution system 


. will be conducted.” 


According to the DEQ, the bacte- 
ria that was detected in the City of 
Grayling’s water supply was not 
“fecal coliform,” which would have 
been “a lot more serious” and con- 
stituted an “acute violation.” Also, 
Renken noted that “no E. Coli had 
been detected.” 

The City of Grayling performs 
routine tests on drinking water 
every month, but Renken said that 
now the City will begin “close inter- 
val monitoring,” meaning water 
samples would be taken once a 
week for about a month before 
reverting back to the normal month- 
ly readings. 

Renken also noted at the August 
10 City Council meeting that ’the 
aquifer is fine. We have no concerns 
about the quality of the source 
water.”

The atmosphere at the County 


‘Court Building was a mix of sur- 


ptise, jubilation, and anxiety for 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners candidates and 
melancholy for all of those who so 
staunchly supported the Sheriff’s 
Office Road Patrol] Proposal and E- 
911 Emergency Service Proposal. 

With voter turn out the best in 10 
years, the small crowd that gath- 
ered in the lobby of the Courthouse 
seemed apprehensive about the 
resuits of aii the races, especiaiiy 
the results of the two public safety 
proposals. 

A supporter of the Sheriff’s pro- 
posal, incumbent District #4 
County Commissioner Lynnette 
Corlew, retained her seat receiving 
more than 58% of the vote in her 
district. 

Cortew defeated Fred Shippy, 
who was openly against the issue 
and campaigned in such a manner. 

Also enthusiastically campaign- 
ing against the Sheriff's proposal 
was incumbent District #6 County 
Commissioner Bruce Bretzke. He 
was defeated quite handily by Terry 
Beardslee.

Voters call for changes

Nearly 31% of Crawford 
County’s registered voters turned 
out to cast their votes in the August 
4 Primary Election. 

According to Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds Sandra 
Moore, “‘this was the biggest voter 
turn out for a primary in 10 years.” 

Of the 10,867 registered voters, 
3,358 ballots were cast. 

Moore said she believes the vot- 
ers came out in big numbers 
because of issues surrounding the 
County Board, its budget and the 
Sheriff’s millage proposal. 

Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners Race: 

In District #1, Republican Harold 
“Tike” Golnick received 191 defeat- 
ing Norman Bancroft, who received 
74 votes. There were no Democrats 
running in District #1, therefore 
Golnick will join the Board in 
January, replacing current commis- 
sioner Dennis Long. 

In District #2, Republican Scott 
Hanson received 116 votes to defeat 
Loren Goodale with 78 votes, Jay 
Stephan with 71 votes and Mary 
Harland with 59 votes. Hanson will 
face Democrat Robert Nelson, who 
received 115 veies, in November, to 
see who will replace Commissioner 
John Hartman on the County Board. 

In District #3, Republican 
Shelley Pinkelman received 73 of 
her district's votes edging out 
Randy Black with 67 votes, Barbara 
Selesky with 57 votes and Jeffrey 
Hills with 38 votes. Pinkelman will 
face Democratic opponent Harold 
Mertes in November. Mertes 
received 152 votes, while Clement 


Sajdak received 88 Democratic 
votes. The winner of this race will 
replace current Commissioner 
Kathy Black. 

In District #4, Republican 
Lynnette Corlew won re-election in 
a race against Fred Shippy. Corlew 
received 253 votes, Shippy received 


161 votes and Frank Foguth II 
received 19 votes, although he with- 
drew early from the race. Corlew 
has no Democratic opponent, there- 
fore she will retain her seat on the 
Board of Commissioners.

Large amount of marijuana, cash, 
property seized in Beaver Creek Twp.

_ Working «closely with two 
Macomb County police depart- 
ments: and the Strike Team 
Investigative Narcotic Group 
(S.T.LN.G.), the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department executed a 
search warrant on a Beaver Creek 
Township residence, on Saturday, 
August 8 between 3 - 3:30 pm. 

The Sheriff Department, in a 
cooperative investigation with 
S.T.LN.G.,. the Eastpointe Police 
Department and the Fraser Police 
Department, seized 310 pounds of 
marijuana from the residence in 
southwestern Crawford County. 

Also seized was over $200,000 
worth of property, including sever- 
al snowmobiles, two 4x4 trucks, a 
personal watercraft, two quad run- 
ners, and two Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles. 

Cash believed to be in excess of 
$500,000 was also taken from the 
home in connection with the inves- 
tigation and search warrant. 

Det. Lt.. Terry Fichtner of 
S.T.LN.G., said those involved and 
under investigation are major dis- 
tributors of marijuana. throughout , 


the state and are full time Crawford’ 
County residents that moved to: 
Beaver Creek Township one or’ 
two years‘ ago. 

The search warrant was issued. 
for the Beaver Creek home after a- 
traffic stop of a known dealer. by. 
Eastpointe Police in that town. The 
dealer’s connections led police to’ 
the city of Fraser and ma up to. 
Crawford County. 

“These people are rakpcaitbia’ 
for about 1,000 pounds of marijua-' 
na coming into the state of 
Michigan per month,” said’ 
Fichtner, “But, there is no indica-: 
tion that the marijuana is being sold.

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BUT IT WAS all set! What happened? 

Lots of Michigan folks — foremost among 
them, mest likely, East Lansing attorney Larry 
Owen and the political gurus at Solidarity House 
and other union headquarters -— probably were 
asking themselves that question when they woke 
up the morning after the Michigan primary.

We looked at ways to make it 
safer and the most notable was the 
portable light towers, closed 
bridges, ambulances following the 
crowd on M-72 and North Down 
River Road, added security, shuttle 
buses so fans wouldn’t have to walk 
so far. If we allowed vehicle traffic 
to cross the bridges during the race it 
would only be a matter of time 
before some driver would panic and 
run over some people. 

I remember during the early 
1990’s we were feeding our sons 
and had stopped at our home on the 
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north side of the river after the start. 
Weloaded'all our. supplied anid head- 
ed for Gur-first feed-at thezend of 
Shaw Park Road but had to cross 
Stephan Bridge which was rail to 
rail with spectators. 

We edged across the bridge with 
the fans clearing the way ever so 
slowly. Some did not like the idea 
of having to move out of the way 
and would show their displeasure by 
banging their hands on the top of the 
van and giving us some choice 
advice. Someone who suffers from 
road rage may have a problem that 
could cause a deadly scene. 

It is possible that the bridges were 


closed too early, but what time is the 


right time? Maybe a solution is for 
people that live in the immediate 
areas volunteer to stand with the 
security at the barricades. That way 
they can identify people who live on 
that particular side of the river so 
they can go to their homes. 

I would think that the bridges will 
be closed again next year and would 
welcome any ideas that will improve 
the race.

There is much public dingereemien: 
over what is right and wrong. Take 
God's Ten Commandments for instance. 
Should they be considered morally 
tight, wrong, or non-applicable to our 
culture? We know God wrote the Ten 
Commandments with His own finger 
on tables of stone. (Exodus 31:18) 
“And he gave unto Moses, when he had 
made an end of conimuning with him 
upon Mount Sinai, two tables of testi- 
mony, tables of stone, written with the 
finger of God." Israel received her 
foundation for civil law and govern- 
ment by direct revelation of God. Civil 
law in our western civilization rests 
largely upon these moral values. 

Those Ten Commandments teach us 
réspect for God and man. The first five 
commandments teach us to respect 
God's person, image, name, time, and 
family authority. The second five com- 
mandments teach us to respect Man's 
life, home, property, honor, and bless- 
ings. Man is taught to avoid killing, 
adultery, stealing, lying, and coveting to 
avoid sin. Yet, the Ten Commandments 
were forbidden by judicial review to be 
displayed on the public school room 
walls of Kentucky, because children 
might be influenced by them.

If 
so, a copy of the Ten Commandments 
remains chiseled into the wails of the 
very room where the U.S. Supreme 
Court hears oral arguments. Will the 
ACLU ask them to demolish a wall of 
the U.S. Supreme Court building?

Concurrent Resolution 31 ‘z#iowing the 
Ten Commandments to hi in US. 
Court rooms across America: To the 
amazement of many there were 125 
votes against the resolution. All 125 
remain listed on the internet.

If the Crawford County Park 
Commission’s dreams come true, 
the historic Grayling Fish Hatchery 
will undergo a major facelift and 
gain historical designation. 

Co-chairs Bob Smock, Lynnette 
Corlew, County Environmental 
Officer Pat Merrill, and many others 
have great ideas for the hatchery, its 
buildings and more than 30 acres of 
land. 

The Park Commission has 
devised a proposal of an AuSable 
and Manistee River Conservancy to 
rescue the aging hatchery and trans- 
form it into a complex to showcase 
the many attributes of the AuSable 
River and its history. 

According to proposal wording, 
“it is the intent of this proposal to 
further develop the concept of an 
AuSable and Manistee River 
Conservancy, a sincere effort to pre- 
serve the river, environment, large 
white building, and the many pre- 
cious memories and artifacts of days 
gone by.” 

There are 11 main objectives con- 
tained in the proposal to be accom- 
plished: 

(1) Development of a Master Site 
Plan; 

(2) Continuation of existing trout 
ponds and raceways; 

(3) Continuation and expansion of 
environmental projects;

building will provide visitors with 
the opportunity to see how hatch- 
eries really work. The commission 
will look to the Fisheries 
Department of the DNR for assis- 
tance in this project. 

In the spring of 1987, the Park 
Commission was asked to provide a 
special place for the Canoe Racing 
Hall of Fame. The commission 
accepted this task and consider 
canoe racing an important part of the 
AuSable River history. The hall of 
fame would be housed and main- 
tained on the hatchery grounds. 

It is the commission’s intention to 
invite universities, high schools and 
other groups and associations to par- 
ticipate in research projects at the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. They said 
that several sites at the hatchery 
offer many opportunities for trout, 
water quality, erosion study, stream 
improvement and other research 
projects. 

Major studies could be conducted 
on site each summer, helping pre- 
serve the quality of focal environ- 
ment and to teach proper environ- 
mental interaction for future preser- 
vation. 

Development of a complex of 
AuSable Arts and 
Craft Buildings 
would create a his- 
torical and educa- 
tional opportunity 
for local residents 
and tourists alike.

Another. building is planned to be 
dedicated to the local lumber indus- 
try and its history and current impor- 
tance to Crawford County. The 
commission would seek assistance 
from the industry in this project. 

Because the hatchery project will 
not be dependent on taxpayer dol- 
lars, the commission would like to 
resurrect the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Club and reproduce the original 
1914 era stock certificate for sale to 
corporations, clubs, businesses, 
sportsman groups and individuals 
and have the club designated as a 
Michigan Non-Profit Organization. 
The club would potentially be 
responsible for operations and the 
conservancy of the hatchery. 

Increased parking to accommo- 
date the expansion of the hatchery is 
the only planned development to 
take place in the adjoining 30-plus 
acres soon to be deeded by the State 
of Michigan to Crawford County. It 
is the desire of the current hatchery 
board to protect the properties and 
their natural state long inte the 
future, if not forever. 

Along with seeking historical des- 
ignation for the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery, the Crawford County Park 
Commission seeks to work with the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, Trout Unlimited, the Fly 
Fishing Federation and local gov- 
ernment to designate Grayling as the 
“Fly Fishing Capital of the Easter 
United States”. 

“When people go fly fishing out 
West they go to Montana,” said 
Smock. “When fly fisherman go 
East, they come to the AuSable and 
Grayling. It would be a fitting title.” 

The Park Commission has worked 
hard to develop this proposal. 
Merrill spent three weeks just 
preparing the necessary paperwork 
to apply for the historical designa- 
tion of the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 
The commission is supported by 
Rep. Allen Lowe. Rep. Dave Camp 
and Senator George McManus. The 
group now seeks support from foun- 
dations, the State of Michigan, cor- 
porations, families and individuals 
for the funding of this historical 
$350,000 to $400,000 project. 

“This marks the beginning of the 
restoration of our local historic land- 
marks and preserving them for

‘DNR announces 1998 deer hunting, 


baiting and feeding regulations 


1998 Deer Regulations changes 
Changes that affect Northeastern 


Michigan Bovine TB area: 


1. Deer Management Unit 452 has 
been changed from the boundaries 
used in 1996-97 seasons. DMU 452 
is now the entire five-county area of 
Alcona, Alpena, Oscoda, 
Montmorency, and Presque Isle 
counties. 

2. In DMU 452 this fall, all 
Antlerless Deer Licenses will be 
General licenses and can be used on 


_ any lands within the five counties. 


You do not need a property tax I.D. 


. number to purchase licenses. 


3. One DMU 452 Antlerless Deer 
License can be purchased over-the- 
counter during the July | to August 
1 application period. No application 
fee will be charged and no drawing 
will be required. 

4. Beginning on the day state-wide 


left-over licenses go on sale, a 
hunter can purchase one DMU 452 
antlerless license per day until 
January 3. 

3. There will be an Early Firearm 
Deer Season October 17-26 in DMU 
452. It will be for antlerless deer 
only and on private lands only. 

6. There will also be a Late Firearm 
Deer Season in DMU 452 from 
December 11 through January 3. It 
will be for antlerless deer only and 
on all lands in the five counties. 
Deer Regulation Changes in the 
TB Buffer Zone: 

i. The Buffer Zone includes all 
lands in northeastern Michigan 
which lie east of-I-75 and north of 
M-55, excluding the five counties of 
DMU 452. 

2. All previously designated Deer 
Management Units in this Buffer 
have been consolidated and re-num- 
bered. New boundaries will be out- 
lined in the 1998 Antlerless Deer 
Application Guide. 

3. Private Land Applicants will be 
able to purchase one Private Land 
Antlerless Deer License prior to 
August | deadline. A property tax 
I.D. number for a 40 acre or larger 
parcel will be required. No applica- 
tion fee will be required and no 
drawing will be held. . 

4. General Antlerless Deer Licenses 
will be available in ali Buffer Zone 
DMU’s, but will have a limited 
quota, A random drawing will be 


held if the number of applicants 
exceeds the quota of licenses. An 
application fee will be required. 

5. There will be a Late Firearm 
Deer Season from December 19 
through January 3 in those units. It 
will be for antlerless deer only and 
will be on private lands only. 


State-wide Deer 
changes for 1998: 
1. The December Archery Season 
has been extended through January 
3, 1999, to coincide with the close of 
late firearm seasons. 

2. Firearm hunters will now be able 
to hunt deer and bear from elevated 
platforms. Stands on public lands 
must be temporary and must not be 
attached with anything that pene- 
trates the bark of a tree. 

3. Private land antlerless deer 
licenses will now be valid on any 
private land within the Deer 
Management Unit they were 
assigned for. They will not be 
restricted to the parcel of land iden- 
tified on the application. 

4. The minimum acreage required 
to be eligible for a Private Land 
Antlerless Deer License has been 
reduced to five acres in southern 
Michigan counties. The minimum 
sized parcel for eligibility in north- 
ern Michigan remains at 40 acres. 


Regulations 


Deer baiting restrictions: 
1. Restriction area includes all lands 


in northeastern Michigan that are 
east of I-75 and north of M-55. 

2. The use of salt or minerals as bait 
is prohibited. 

3. Bait can only be placed out from 
September | through the last day of 
deer season (January 3, 1999). 

4. The volume of bait used cannot 
exceed five gallons at any hunting 
location at any one point in time. 

5. Bait must be placed on the 
ground. Mechanical feeders can be 
used but must scatter bait on the 
ground and not exceed the five gal- 
lon limit. 

6. Hunters are encouraged to scatter 
bait rather than placing it in one pile. 


Deer Feeding Ban: 

1. The restriction area includes all! 
lands east of 1-75 and north of M-55 
in northeastern Michigan. 

2. Effective May 1, 1998, you may 
not place any feed that would attract 
free-ranging wild deer or elk. 

3. There is an exception for the use 
of bait to take deer as described in 
the above Natural Resource 
Commission order on deer baiting 
restrictions. 

4. Feeding of livestock and other 
normal farming operations are 
exempted. Rules defining what con- 
stitutes livestock feeding operations 
are included in the order. 

5. Any feed that had been placed 
prior to May | must be removed 
prior to July 1, 1998. 


New deer hunting rules and feeding bans 
to be discussed at DNR public meetings

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources will host public 
meetings to help clear up some mis- 
conceptions about the 1998 deer 
hunting seasons and feeding bans in 
northern Michigan. 

Larry Robinson of the DNR/DEQ 


~ Mio District 7 said the meetings will 


be informal and encourages all 
hunters and those who use bait or 


feed free-ranging deer to attend. 

Local area wildlife biologists will 
present the updated regulations and 
discuss the 1998 deer hunting sea- 
sons. Several changes to the tradi- 
tional deer season, winter feeding 
ban for deer and elk have been 
implemented due to the discovery of 
bovine tuberculosis in free-ranging 
deer in this part of the state. 


A question and answer period. for 


those in attendance will follow the 


Hartwick Pines to host ‘Black 
lron Days’ on August 22-23 


Hot forges and hammered iron 
will be featured at the largest gather- 
ing of blacksmiths in Michigan dur- 
ing Black Iron Days, Saturday and 
Sunday, August 22 & 23 from 10 
a.m to 4 p.m. at the Hartwick Pines 
Logging Museum in Grayling. 

Blacksmiths from around 
Michigan will demonstrate their 
19th century lumbering era craft. 
Forged tools and decorative art will 
be on display for visitors to view and 
purchase. During Black Iron Days, 
a large steam-powered sawmill will 
be in operation cutting pine logs into 
planks: 

Additional events and activities 
highlighting Black Iron Days 
include: 

Logging Big Wheel demonstra- 
tions. A team of horses will pull the 
logging big wheel, demonstrating 
how loggers transported timber from 
the forest to the riverbanks. 

Wood-crafting demonstrations. 
Wood carvers will demonstrate the 
delicate art of whittling and wood 
sculpting. 

Dulcimer music. Dulcimer music 
will fil! the air during Black fron 
Days, plus many hand-crafted dul- 
cimers will be on display. Hammer 
and string dulcimers were popular 
lumbering era instruments among 
woodsinen and lumberjacks. 

From 1870 to 1900, Michigan fed 
all other states in sawed lumber pro- 
duction. Exhibits and period rooms 
at the Hartwick Pines Logging 
Museum present the stories of the 
loggers, rivermen, foremen and 
entrepreneurs of Michigan's white 
pine era. 

The Hartwick Pines ogeing 
Museum is located in Hartwick 
Pines State Park on M-93, seven 
miles north of Grayling, exit 259 of 
I-75. Hartwick Pines State Park is a 
great place to stop if traveling to or 
from the Upper Peninsula. The park 
has camping, picnicking and fishing 
areas for visitors. 

The Hartwick Pines Logging 
Museum is free and open to the pub- 
lic, however a vehicle. pass is 
required to enter the park, Seasonal 


passes are $20, day passes are $4, 
and camping is $14 a night. Daily 
hours of operation are 8 a.m. to 
dusk.

Hartwick Pines State Park News 


The Michigan Forest Visitor 
Center at Hartwick Pines State Park 
is pleased to welcome nature pho- 
tographer/biologist Rick Baetsen to 
the park on Saturday, August 15, at 8 
p.m. 

Mr. Baetsen will be showing an 
audiovisual slide show presentation 
entitled “The North Saw-whet Owl 
and other Northern Forest Owls of 
Michigan.” 

Six pieces of Michigan’s owls are 
introduced in the 76 slide presenta- 
tion. Migration patterns, Great 
Lakes bird banding stations, typical 
habitats utilized by the owls, and 
range and distribution maps of the 
resident and winter-migrating birds 
are detailed in the presentation. 

The program is based on photos 
and information collected during a 
six year study of the Northen Saw- 
whet Owl on five study sites in 
northern Michigan by biologists 
Rick Baetsen, Bonnie Heuvelhorst 
and Susan Andres. 

Viewers will leam of f information 
collected during the 1990-96 survey. 
including nighttime auditory sur- 
veys to determine the relative abun- 
dance of the bird of Michigan, 
assessment of the habitats used by 
the birds, nesting and breeding biol-
